Editorial Visits. 

During the last year all the churches 
of Oakland and vicinity have well mgin- 
tained their position, and generally im- 
proved more or less in their circumstan- 
ces. In Alameda, the Presbyterians 
have a fine church building and worthy 
pastor, Rev.Mr. Webb. The Methodists 
have moved their building to a much 
better position near the depot, and made 
repairs throughout. In Brooklyn, the 
Presbyterians, Baptists and Episcopa- 
lians, have neat church buildings with 
good pastors, the same as @ year ago. 
To the southeast, near the Mills’ Female 
Seminary, a fine Gothic church build- 
ing had been put up and nearly com- 
pleted, when the severe gale of wind, in 
October, blew it to the ground. This 
was a great loss to those in that vicinity, 
but the determination is to immediately 
rebuild again, a little removed from the 
old site. This church was designed to 
meet the religious wants of the excellent 
seminary of Mr. Mills, as well as the peo- 
ple of that locality. Rev. Mr. Lacy, 
who had formerly labored as pastor of 
the First Congregational church of San 
Francisco, had just been joyously wel- 
comed back to this coast with renewed 
health, to. take charge of this new and 
important church, when the building 
was destroyed. At present, services are 
held in the main rooms of the seminary. 
At Oakland Point the one’ church organ- 
ization called Congregational, with an 


gradually advanced in prosperity till it 
is felt that an enlargement of their place 
of worship is needed.

A good church 
in a place adds thousands of dollars to 
the property in the place. All pioneer 
owners of real estate ought always to 
donate lots for such churches, both be- 
cause they are thus well paid, and also 
especially in view of the vast moral and

In the main portion of Oakland are 
seven large flourishing churches: the 
First Congregational, Presbyterian, 
Methodist, Baptist, Independent Pres- 
byterian, Episcopal, and Roman, all 
with good places of public’ worship and 
prospering. The Congregational church 
had been without a settled pastor since 
the call of their former pastor, Rev. Mr. 
Mooar;, DiD., to a Professorship in the 
Pacific Theological,Seminary.. ) But the 
church and society have lately united in, 
an invitation to the McLean, 
of Springfield, Ill., to become their pas- 
tor atid bishop, ‘Definite answer has 
beet returned that he will come, and he 
is_ now expected by early spring: ‘This 
society has also sold off a portion of their 
church lot fronting on the main business 
street, and tured ‘their-biilding. to face 
the next street back, thus netting a 
handsome sum with which ‘to put up a 
larger building whenever it shall seem 
best tede so: This church has seemed 
to enjoy, most of the past year, much of 
the sanctifying presence of God’s > 
so that between thirty 


youths, _Among these numbers, in the 
early part of the year, were three native 
Chinese; ‘who were unanimously ‘voted 


into full fellowship. This was in part/ 
‘the result of faithful effort teaching 


these formerly heathen. in a Sabbath 
school, yet kept up, in which generally 


forty or more are in actual athendante. 


The Presbyterian church occupies a 
good position, now the only one on 
Broadway, and seems generally prosper- 
ous under its able pastor, Rev. Mr. 
Poor, D. D.. They have lately improved 
the interior of their building and added 
to the ornamenting of their front yard. 

The Methodist church is, so far as we 
know, unchanged, except in the regular 
changes of their excellent ministers ac- 
cording to their custom at the instance 
of their General Conference and Bishop. 

The Baptist is the most ornamented 
chureh in the city. The Episcopalians 
have a good steady order of things, 
with no particular change except the 
gradual increase of congregation as the 
population of the city increases. 

The Romanists are endeavoring tb 
outdo all other places of worship in a 
very large ornamented wooden church, 
in good style, and with two elevated 
towers on the front corners of the build- 
ing. The cost must be some hundred 
thousand dollars. 

The Independent Presbyterians have a 
neat, fine building, with a worthy pas- 
tor, Rev. Mr. Hamilton. This church 
retaining the name Presbyterians, has 
nothing particular in common with the 
Presbyterian, unless, perhaps, they are 
ruled by Elders. Their organization 
seems based on a very short and ortho- 
dox creed as far as it goes. But it 
rather seems to us to aim much at re- 
laxing a good deal the old strictness of 
Presbyterians. It may do a good work, 
but we believe, that in all cases, there 
is, among even .good people, ten-fold 
more tendency to the violation of God’s 
truth by laxity than by strictness. Thus 
this church seems especially to encour- 
age promiscuous dancing in its Sunday 
school celebrations, and other similar 
church gatherings, 

For ourselves, we never heard a friend 
of dancing state honestly the common, 
orthodox objection to it. The true view 
is this: God has made the sexes to 
mingle together in all proper ways; the 
intellectual, social and moral intercourse 


| may afford wonderful and happy cor- 


rectiyeness to all that is wrong. Now 
in the dance of males and females to- 
gether, there is only a little of these cor- 
rectives, while there is an excessive 
nervous emotional excitement, which 
tends strongly to licentiousness, as much 
as drinking wine tends to the drunken- 
ness of brandy. Therefore avoid it as 
tending to evil, and accept of higher, 
nobler, purer means of enjoyment. 
Without exception, all bad people seek 
the dance; let good people see its ten- 
dencies and despise it. 8. V.

D. Bradlee, being received, it was re- 
solved unanimously “ That, as his con- 
nection with the church is indispensable 
to its growth and welfare, the resigna- 
tion be not accepted.”

He is evidently , the 
man for the place, having been quite 
successful in his ministrations while set- 
tled over them, the church flourishing 
greatly under his preaching.

Dickerson, D.D., pastor, 
did a noble thing on Sabbath last in sub- 
scribing over $13,000 towards canceling 
the debt upon their church property, 
This church has grown quite fast the 
last few years, owing in a great degree 
to the enterprise of the pastor, wha is

“ Self” was, in some sense, the serpent 
that tempted; and gained the victory 
over Eve. “Self” it is that tempts and 
gains victories over her disobedient off- 
spring. —“ Upon thy belly. shalt. thou 
crawl and dust shalt thou eat all the 
days of thy life.’ Aye, verily, this is 
the curse and doom of “self. The 
nearer we descend to pure animalism, 
as inborn in mankind, or fostered in; hu- 
manity, the more we find this demon de- 
veloped ; the deeper we sink in the 
vortex of human dépravity, the more 
we are ready to obey the serpent’s 
promptings; the more we cater to its 
insatiable appetite, the lesser becomes 
our power of resistance, and thé deeper 
we craw] in the slime of iniquity. The 
demands of pride and lust, (first. off- 
spring of ‘ self’ and progenitor of every 
other evil passion) are for the 
dust, the filth, of sensual. enjoyments 
unhal‘owed by God’s sanction. And 
what constitutes these? See Genesis 
II: 16, 17, 18,19: these ara our dues. 
Though we may not all till the ground, 
we certainly must live from its returns. 
As to “ eating our bread in sorrow ”— 


who does not? Has man’s) ingenuity | 


ever discovered a cure against outraged 
nature’s revenge, viz: every bodily ill 
known on earth; ever the result—imme- 
diate or remote—of over-indulgence : or 
neglect ? And what is the essence of 
this first ordinance of God? Industry, 
frugality and independence, viz: the. 
right and means to earn that bread.

| More winning example of filial love and 


brotherly forgiveness was, ever written, 
than that of Joseph/and his brethren ? 
The laws of Moses form the most direct 
moral code. The observance of the es- 
sential principles of justice embodied 
therein cannot do otherwise than reduce 
primeval self one-half, and elevate man 
to a rational being, but by no means to 
a Christian. ‘ 

Those who lean on merciless equity, must 
abide by its decrees ; they have no share 
in mercy or grace. But, were it possible 
for a mortal to live from his birth up to 
all the demands of equity, it would not 
open the gates of heaven for him. Un- 
der this iron rule of justice the Israelites 
lived and prospered, or wasted, in exact 
proportion as they observed the com- 
mandments of God or the promptings of 
self. And notwithstanding the terrific les- 
son they received whenever they depart- 
ed from the ways of truth, their prosper- 
ity, when driven by adversity into it, was 
short-lived. .Why? because,it was more 
than they could bear. Pride and lust 
would luxuriate the moment stern ‘neces- 
sity loosened its grasp. Nor have the 
present inhabitants of this globe, in a 
moral sense, got beyond that era. Abol- 
ish for one year the rod, “fear of jus- 
tice,” or take away. the bait “ worldly 
gain,” and half of the disciples of self 
would turn into tigers, and the other 
half fall a prey to them. But God isas 
wise ashe is merciful, and teaches his 
children page by page. The sublime in- 
tegrity of the Bible consists in the fact 
that it has lessons for every stage of hu- 
man perfection, or depravity.. The rep- 
resentative of antediluvian civilization 
will not read the bible nor believe in it. 
“Self” teaches him better than to.count 
reproof. Reproof of another kind must 
hunt him (and generally does). Those 
who only see their salvation in justice, 
will find their precepts, dues and re- 
wards, laid down in the old Testament. 
For the servile, is the book of Esther, ‘For 
the arrogant and hasty, the Prophets. 
For the worldling, Solomon’s Proverbs. 
For the sanctioness hypocrite, the. book 
of “ Susanna,” (now only found in-the 
Apoerypha). For the sensuous philoso- 
pher, “Keel “Ecclesiastics.” For the sclf-right 
eous, Job. And for the repentant,’ the 
Psalms. These latter form the true con- 
necting link betweeen the Old and New 
Testaments; yet with all their poetical 
excellence,their fervidness and soul-earn- 
estness, they are not (as a whole) 
Christian. Even when we admit that, 
the evil passions of innate Self, the ene- 
mies David prayed against, the spirit of 
self-righteousness seems not (Psalm vii) to 
be reconcilable with Christ’s doctrines.. 
The moral contained in the book of Job, 
is, that man with his best endeavors can- 
not be righteous before God ; that he is 
and must remain the almoner of God, tio 
matter how blessed with earthly riches, 
and further, that man must ever be de 
pendent upon His grace and merey. In 
truth all the loftier teaching of the Old

It is a hu- 
miliating fact that worldly men are wiser 
than christians.

in their generation than the children of © 


light.” ‘Not in every respect. Not in 
the choice they make of the means by 
which true happiness may be obtain- 
ed. Not in the natives that control 
their lives. Not in the relation of 
their plans to the great future, when 
every man shall be judged according to 
his deeds, But they are wiser in relation 
to the zeal, energy and ¢éact with which 
they prosecute their aims. Wiser in the 
use of means to gain certain ends. 
us look a moment, and see if we can dis- 
cover the secret of this superior wisdom.’ 

Wealth, pleasure, position, are the 
ends sought. How? What is the 
manner of pursuit, What is the first 
and chief requisite of success? Single- 
ness of aim ; an undivided p . A 
man sets out to accomplish any purely 
worldly object. There are many sub- 
ordinate plans, pleasures and objects, 
that press themselves upon his attention.

To all things, 
however desirable in themselves, which 
cress the path of his favorite object, he 
says, “stand aside.” His demand is

Apply this, first, to individual chris— 
tian progress. How many examples of 
success, of high attainment in christian 
character we might have in all our 
churches, if professed christians did but 
say “ this one thing I do—press forward 
toward the mark.” Again: we have 
each : one his appropriate work for 
the Master. How often we are con- 
demned for allowing trifles to interfere 
with that work. Our attention, interest 
and energy are divided. We try to 
serve God and the flesh at the same 
time. If we would only take this work, 
this reasonable service we owe to God, 
and place it in the front rank—as the

Called, “Out of the Depths.” 

A few weeks since when Mr. Asbury 
of England was here with his yacht, the 
Livonia, contending with the New York 
Yacht Club for the Queen’s cup, a spec- 
ial match was agreed on, one day, be- 
tween the Englishman and Mr. James 
Gorden Bennet, jr.,owner of the celebrat- 
ed yacht Dauntless. This little vessel, 
it will be remenrbered, crossed the At- 
lantic, a few years ago, to challenge the 
British yachts in British waters. Her 
stormy passage and thrilling perils, the 
loss of one of her men in a gale, and the 
rescue of another by the splendid hero- 
ism of the sailor Gustave Lubskin, are 
all well remembered. The same Daunt- 
less with the same dauntless sailor among 
her crew, was pitching and staggering 
under a November gale in the angry 
waters off Sandy Hook in company with 
the Livonia, on the morning appointed 
for the race first mentioned. e stake 
boat engaged, which was to anchor 
twenty miles out, had turned before the 
fast-rising storm, and steamed back to 
the city. The yachts reared and plunged 
frantically in the melee of winds and 
waves, dipping their booms and bows

far under the crest of every sea. Reef 


after reef, sail after sail stowed; and 
still the canvass of the Dauntless was 
too much for the growing gale—or the 
gale was too much for the canvass; as 
ou please. The order to stow the fly- 
ing jib was obeyed by brave men who 
climbed out on tlie dizzy boom. To 
them clinging and toiling there came 
the shout from the deck, “‘ Hold on 
fast and instantly boom and men were 
buried six feet beneath the coming 
wave. The fatal spar rose from its 
plunge, with three men still clinging, 
and two dotting the foaming sea. Down 
went the boom again, driving one of the 
poor castaways to the bottom to rise no 
more. At the same moment the hero 
Lubskin sprang into the little “ dory ” 
aud was cast off to the rescue of the re- 
maining victim whose name was Lausen.

‘The entire stoppage of all communi- 
cation by mail with the east, which has 
continued now over. three weeks, has 
been an enormous injury to all the inter- 
ests of this state, but is felt most severe- 
ly, perhaps by editors, publishers. and 
book-sellers. We hope that by the 
time these words fall under the eyes of 
readers, the blockade will be broken and 
our exchanges will have arrived. The 
daily papers have succeeded remarkably 
well in filling up their columns by clip- 
ping old exchanges over again, by an 
immense amount of telegraphic news, 
and great activity in collecting news of 
the Pacific coast. The Alta has sent a 
reporter to the front, whose bulletins 
are almost as interesting and eagerly 
sought for as those of a war-correspond- 
ent. 
The Morning Call has printed a yal- 
uable list of some of the distinguished 
men who died during the year 1871. 
The literary names are as follows. | 

“Literature, (exclusive of journalism), 
mourns such “ bright stars” as George 
Ticknor, Alice and Phebe Cary, Robert 
Chambers, Grote, the historian, Charles 
Scribner, Afzelius, the Swedish _histori- 
an, Henry T, Tuckerman, Ponson Du 
Terrail, Emille Deschamps, Richard 
Bentley, T. W. Robertson, the dramat- 
ist, A. Keith Johnstone, the geographer, 
Sidney E. Morse and J. C. Wright, 
with others of less note.

Mr. Chambers, however, was better 
known asa publisher than as an author,

Others of this class were Dumas, Mansel, 
Alford Herschel and Babbage, each of 
the highest rank in his department. As 
lesser lights may be added, Gasparin, 
Tuckerman, Albert Barnes.and 8. J. 
May. We may also mention Steinway 
and Chickering, the piano-makers, Thal- 
berg, the piano-player, and Auber, the 
composer, though not strictly literary 
characters. 


We have gleaned a few literary items 
which seem of interest: J. B- Lippin- 
cott & Co. are republishing “ St. Paul’s 
Magazine” and the ‘‘ Contemporary Re- 
view.”’. We think the latter is the best 
of all the English reviews, considering: 
the fact that it is a monthly, and not a 
quarterly. It belongs to the progressive 
and liberal school in politics, and the 
‘“‘ broad ” school in theology, but it is far 
from being infidel like the Westminister. 
St. Paul’s isa literary magazine of high 
rank, from which frequent articles are 
printed in Littell.

Two Men of Straw. 
The custom of erecting two men of 
straw in order to.make,a strong fight 
and accomplish 'a complete overthrow, is 
one of the most universal and _pester- 
some customs, Our attention has been 
drawn to the following : 

In preachediin thin 
and reported in.a local journal, one point 
made was that “ the chureh has too gen- 
erally taken it for granted that there 
was no motive power in men, to which 
she could address her first appeal, but 
fear.” This is understood to be a very 
frequent point made by the same preach- 
er. It is a view of the church’s doctrine 
which often findsexpression. But, this 
point is very: largely made of straw. 
Doubtless a good many sermons have, 
been preached which seemed to make 
the appeal to the sinner through fear. 
But we do not, think that such a posi, 
tion has ever been taken, that fear is the 
only motive which can reach sinful man, 
Certainly it has not generally been taken. : 
It is:supposed that fear is one of the mo- 
tives which startle men on their way of 
folly and lead them to reflection, , But 
we do not believe a pulpit can be found’ 
in the churches of ‘this State, where the 
appeal to sinners is either exclusively or 
generally made to fear, In what -pro- 
portion fear should ‘be used as a motive 
is, indeed, a: question’ in the ‘decision of 
which men differ ; but different people 
in the churches duffer on that question 
very much Oy the same principles as dif- 
ferent ‘people, do, owt, of the churches. 
If a minister ‘wishes to disctiss the ques- 
tion “Whether the appeal to fear is the 
only one which can reach sinners, let 
him discuss it ; if he wishes to'take the 
negative of that question, it is perfectly 
legitimate to do that ; but whén-he con-

Allusion was made, it. is re- 
ported, by one individual—we will not 
fall into the error of charging the re- 
mark on the body as a whole—to the 
effect that the education of girls was 
greatly important, as important as that 
of boys, and it was represented that the 
churches are unfavorable to such educa- 
tion. Even one of the resolutions: be- 
fore the convention advocates the edu- 
cation of women so Violently as to give 
the impression that somebody is opposed 
to it, Where is there any church, or 
‘any considerable body of any sort of 
people in our Republic, that has any 
such opposition? Why, the churches 
are most deeply interested in the educa- 
tion of women. They are largely com- 
posed of women. What provision has 
been made under their auspices in this 
State has been made more, we think, 
for girls than for boys. The churches 
adverse to the education of women! 
The idea is simply preposterous. If any- 
body has advanced it, he— we would 
not do our sisters the discourtesy to 
write she — must have amused himself 
with a mere man of straw. _ 

The poor churches have a great many 
stubborn and real: faults. But they 
neither believe that fear is the only 
motive to start sinners out of their bad 
way, nor are they opposed either to the 
education of women or to the co-educa- 
tion of women. Indeed, how a body of 
people, two-thirds of which are women, 
canbe said to be opposed to anything 
tending to the elevation of the better half 
of the world, we cannot imagine, And 
for our personal part, how anybody can 
make up any sort of stand agaitist what 
our mothers and wives really Oey is. & 
mystery.

but two-thirds the sweetening power of 


the same weight of equally dark colored 
cane sugar; and when, if the object is 
to make a commercial article of sugar, 
we take into consideration the fact that, 
if grape sugar as understood by chemists 
and candy makers is wanted for certain 
manufactures, it can be made at three- 
fourths the cost from the starch of the 
potato, and of a quality greatly superior 
to that of grapes. It may not be gen- 
erally known that a large part of what 
is sold as first quality of strained honey, 
is but a glucose, or uncrystallizable su- 
gar made from potatoes.—Pacific Rural 
ess. 


Tar AGrRIcuLTURE OF THE Mormons. 
—Our people wonder much» that \the 
Mormons have been able to build a city 
and find subsistence for their thousands 
of people in such a region ; but when we 
learn the qualities of the soil around 
them, and the nearness and abundance 
of mountain springs, the wonder ceases. 
The labor needed to make their lands 
fruitful bearsno comparison to that which 
the New England settlers had to expend 
in order to prepare a place suitable for 
their crops; and while their soil still re- 
tains its rich properties, with no apparent 
exhaustion, ours has to be replenished 
with foreign material every year. They 
find the earth about them already loose 
and level and rich; they pour water 
over it and their vegetables grow abun- 
dantly, and fruit trees are weighed down 
with their burdens. It is true that they 
have to dig long ditches and to construct 
long sluice-ways from their slopes of the 
hills above them, but this is all. There 
are no forest trees to be felled, no 
stumps to dig up, no rocks to remove, 
no deep plowing to be done, and no 
chemical fertilizers to be added, before 
they can reap rich returns from field and 
garden. They: simply knew twenty 
years ago what the rest of the American 
people are just discovering, that the 
greater part of our Central desert is in 
reality no desert at all, but the richest 


meadow land minus one _ property— 
water. And water seems to the one 
need of the world after we pass the Ne- 


braska plains. Where brooks and rivers 
flow, man can live at his ease; where

The 
first cost of beet sugar factories is so 
great that no one should commence the 
erection of one until it had been demon- 
strated by practical tests that the beets 
grown on the land where itis proposed 
to- establish the factory contain the 
requisite per cent. of saccharine juice. 
Large beets can be grown almost any- 
where ; but latge beets are not, wanted 
for sugar making. Beets grown in a 
soil but slightly salt are. objectionable,

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Warm Water For Piants.—Mr. R. 
(. Williams, of Vermont State Normal 
School, writes us upon this subject as 
follows: *‘I see some remarks in your 
monthly report ipon the benefit of wat- 
ering honse-plants with warm water. 
Last winter we had about one hnndred 
plants in the house, and usually gave 
them warm water, and very frequently 
water that was much too warm for the 
hand; some water at'Or very near the 
boiling-point has been poured into sau- 
cers of the pots.and just on the sides. 
We have about forty personsin the fam- 
ily, from different parts of the country, 
and their testimony is that they never 
saw so fine geraniums, heliotropes, fuch- 
sias, verbenas, passion-flowers, oleanders. 
| These plants show very marked improve- 
ment; others have flourished finely un- 
der the treatment. All house plants 
are better for being watered several de- 
grees warmer than the atmosphere in 
which they ‘are grown.”—Agricultural’ 
| Department Report. 


Tae ABSORBENT Powers oF aA MEL- 
tow Sorm.—Experiments have shown 
that a mellow, loamy soil is capable of 
absorbing in twelve hours, when ex- 
posed to a moist atmosphere, an amount 
of water equal to two per cent of its 
weight. If any argument were needed 
to keep the soil mellow, here is a most 
powerful one to induce us. For the pro- 
perty possessed by a mellow soil is one 
that in a dry season is‘able to give it the 
power of maturing a crop, when a hard- 
ened surface would be unable to do. so. 
A surface that is impenetrable to the 
atmosphere, of course could not absorb 
any of the moisture with which the 
atmosphere is charged. But when rend- 
ered free from lumps by repeated plow- 
ings and harrows,each of temper- 
ature-causes a circulation of air through- 
out the mass of soil, which is free then 
to absorb all the moisture coming in 
contact with it until itis saturated. So, 
then, the more the soil, is mellowed. by 
cultivation, the less it is injuriously af- 
fected by drouth, and the better is it 
enabled to mature a fair crop in spite of 
the absence of rain.— Hearth and Home.

Poison Leap WrapPErs.— 
Three children in St. Louis having dis- 
played symptoms of poisoning soon after 
eating Limburger cheese, it led to an ex- 
amination. 
cheese did contaim, poison, but imparted 
by the wrapper in which it is always 
prepared for market. The cheese in it- 
self is innoxious, but it is enveloped in 
lead-foil wrappers, which are harmless 
until they gome in contact with a liquid 
which will act upon them as a dissolvent, 
in which case the liquid becomes poison- 
ous by taking up the lead. The decom- 
position of this cheese had produced a 
ver strong acid, which came in contact 
with the poisonous wrapper, and then 
spread throughout the cheese, thus poi- 
soning the whole cake. The discovery 
of this fact ought to produce a chante 
in the method of preparing the cheese 
for market.—Prairie Farmer.

A Cuemicat ExPERIMEnT. 
The following beautiful chemical experi- 
ment may easily be performed by a 
lady, to the great astonishment of a 
circle at her tea » or : Take two or 
three leaves of cabbage, cut them 


into small bits, put them into a_ basin, 


and pour a pint of boiling water on 
them ; let it stand an hour, pour off 
the liquor into a decanter. It will be a 


fine blue color. Then take four wine 
glasses ; into one put six rom of strong 
vinegar, another six drops of solution of 
soda, into a third the same quantity of 
a strong solution of alum, and let the 
fourth glass remain empty. The glasses 
may be prepared some time before, and. 


the few drops of colorless liquids which 
have been placed in them will not be 
noticed, Fill up the glasses from the 


decanter, and the liqui ured into the 
lass containing the acid will quickly 
come a beautiful red, that in the glass 
containing the soda will be a fine green, 
that poured into the empty one will re- 
main unchanged. By adding a little 
vinegar to vce oa it will immediatel 
change to a red, and adding 4 little solu- 
tion of' soda to the red it will assume a 
fine green, thus showing the actions of 
acids and alkalies on vegetable blues.

A Remarkaste Saw.—The Jron Age 
speaks of the “ Lightning Saw,” as’ fol- 
lows: ‘* A chestnut log, nine inches in 
diameter, was sawed off with his cross- 
cut saw, by two men, in three and three- 
quarters seconds,! by three and a half 
strokes of the saw.
